HE  members  of  the  Warren  High 
School  had  for  many  weeks  been 
looking  forward  eagerly  to  the 
great  meet  of  the  Interscholastic 
League.  Throughout  the  whole 
season  the}^  had  been  watching 
with  excited  interest  the  progress 
and  development  of  their  track 
team.    And  today  the  great  event 


was  to  come  off. 
The  meet  was  to  be  held  on  AVarren  City's  fine  new  oval,  and  the 
whole  town  turned  out  to  enjoy  the  sport. 

It  was.  a  foregone  conclusion  that  the  victory  laj^  between  Hol- 
brooke and  Warren,  but  the  other  six  schools  had  enough  good  ath- 
letes among  them  to  make  the  outcome  doubtful.

Silently,  but  with  a  feeling  of  determination  to  put  everj'  ounce 
of  energy  and  will-power  into  the  struggle,  the  team  walked  over  to 
the  start. 

The  track  measured  a  fifth  of  a  mile  around,  so  each  school  entered 
a  team  of  five  men,  who  were  to  run^one  lap  apiece. 

;  Nichols  had  shifted  the  order  of  the  AVarren  team,  because  of 
McAllister's  mishap,  so  that  Barton,  who  was  next  to  Lawrence  in 
speed  as  the  team  now  stood,  should  have  the  first  lap.  He  recog- 
nized the  fact  that  a  relay  team  always  runs  better  if  the  first  man 
brings  in  a  good  lead.

This  }-ear  we  have  a  new  problem  before  us,  that  of  changing 
games.  It  is  not  the  same  old  storj-  of  predicting  a  successful  season 
and  urging  the  fellows  to  come  out.  It  is  far  more  than  that,  it  is  a 
matter  of  taking  up  and  learning  a  game  that  practically  no  one 
in  the  school  knows  anj-thing  about.  We  have  but  two  veterans  from 
the  victorious  football  team  of  last  year — Captain-elect  Ro}^  Hunt  and 
the  old  reliable  Olin  Brown. 

\\'e  could  have  no  better  man  to  lead  the  first  Berkeley  High 
Rugby  Team  than  Captain  Hunt.  He  is  read}^  to  please,  so  no  person 
on  the  heM  need  to  fear  not  getting  a  square  deal. 

As  far  as  a  coach  is  concerned,  we  have  not  as  yet  completed 
arrangements  with  any,  but  with  the  proper  support  we  shall  make  a 
strong  ef¥ort  to  obtain  one  of  the  best.  'Sir.  Lowell  has  again  taken 
great  interest  in  the  team;  he  has  devoted  a  large  amount  of  his  vaca- 
tion to  a  close  stud}^  of  the  English  game,  and  will  no  doubt  be  able 
to  give  us  a  great  many  pointers. 

We  shall  arrange  for  a  good  field  and  adequate  dressing  rooms 
and  lockers  for  those  who  come  out.  A  large  number  of  suits  will 
also  be  available,  but  not  nearly  enough  for  the  crowd  who  will  come 
out  at  first,  so  all  the  fellows  who  can  obtain  an  old  pair  of  shoes,  an 
old  jersey,  and  an  old  pair  of  football  trousers  will  be  welcome.  They 
will  show  that  you  are  in  earnest,  and  those  who  are  in  earnest  are  the 
ones  that  constitute  winning  teams.  Xo  one  need  think  that  a  person 
who  has  plaj'ed  the  old  game  has  a  great  advantage  over  the  begin- 
ners, for  when  practice  starts  everyone  will  have  an  equal  opportunity. 
There  are,  no  doubt,  fellows  in  school  who  could  play  a  better  article 
of  Rugbj-  than  any  who  have  ever  been  out,  if  those  people  would  show 
up  for  practice. 

In  the  past  we  have  listened  to  husky  fellows  who  said  they 
would  play,  but  "^Nlama  won't  let  me."  Xow  I  think  if  you  will  go  to 
"Mama"  in  the  right  way  and  tell  her  how  badly  the  school  needs 
you,  that  she  will  let  you  play  Rugby. 
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Of  last  year's  team,  Captain  Hunt  will  be  in  action  in  the  back 
field  with  the  subs  of  last  year,  Parrish,  Slopton  and  Emzensperger;  in 
the  front  rank  we  no  doubt  will  see  such  men  as  Olin  Brown,  Male. 
Sinclair,  Hardy  and  Michels.  We  need  men  like  Ellis,  Kimberlin  and 
others  who  showed  good  form  in  the  track  last  year. 

Clark,  a  crack  track  man  from  Los  Angeles,  is  with  us  this  year, 
and  should  prove  a  valuable  addition  to  our  Rugby  squad.  And  you 
fellows  who  are  new  at  school,  whom  we  have  not  had  the  pleasure 
of  meeting,  don"t  let  that  worry  you;  just  turn  out  for  practice  and 
get  acquainted. 

Our  first  Rugby  game  scheduled  is  with  Lowell  on  August  27th, 
to  be  played  at  the  Presidio  grounds  in  San  Francisco.  This  gives  us 
a  matter  of  two  weeks  before  the  game,  so  everyone  must  realize  that 
we  have  no  time  to  waste. 

Everyone  knows  that  prep  school  training  rules  are  in  most  cases 
a  fiasco.  It  is,  in  fact,  a  matter  of  personal  honor  on  the  part  of  the 
player  himself  to  avoid  those  things  which  make  him  unfit  to  play. 
He  should  not  have  to  be  hounded  by  the  coach  or  others  to  see  that 
he  conducts  himself  in  the  proper  manner  when  ofif  the  field.  A  man 
is  never  fit  to  play  unless  he  is  well  trained  and  strong.  One  who 
goes  into  a  game  weakened  by  some  form  of  dissipation  is  really 
undertaking  something  dangerous. 

One  other  point:  it  is  neither  weight  nor  brawn  that  is  required  to 
make  a  prep  school  Rugby  team,  but  simply  a  clear  head  and  a  rela- 
tive amount  of  speed  on  the  feet.  With  the  proper  support  from  the 
school  at  large,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  winning  spirit  of  Berkeley 
High  should  not  again  dominate  its  rivals.  So  let  us  all  boost  for 
Rugby  and  make  a  success  of  our  first  year  at  the  game.

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TRACK

For  certain  reasons,  which  are  well  founded.  Track  will  be  abol- 
ished this  fall.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  on  the  19th  or 
August  this  conclusion  was  reached,  chiefly  because  of  the  following 
reasons: 

The  first  and  main  reason  is  this:  A  fellow  can  only  go  out  for 
one  activity  a  term,  as  it  is  claimed  that  the  average  student  cannot 
participate  in  two  activities  and  keep  up  in  school  work;  and  since 
the  spring  is  the  season  for  Track  and  fall  the  season  for  Football,  it 
is  deemed  best  to  eliminate  fall  Track.  A  good  many  of  the  best 
track  men  would  develop  into  splendid  Rugby  men,  as  they  are  light 
and  fast.  If  track  were  continued  this  fall  these  men  would  go  out 
for  track.  We  are  taking  up  a  new  kind  of  football  this  year,  a  kind 
that  most  of  the  fellows  are  unfamiliar  with.  This  condition  does  not 
exist  in  Oakland  High  School.  They  practised  Rugby  last  spring 
and  are  familiar  with  the  game.  Berkeley  High  School  has  won  for 
herself  the  reputation  of  being  a  champion  in  football,  and  is  looked 
up  to  as  being  a  leader  in  every  branch  of  high  school  athletics 
throughout  the  State.  This  standing  would  probably  be  lost  if  some 
of  our  strong  players  went  out  for  some  other  branch  of  athletics. 
So  it  seems  that  the  best  thing  for  the  school  to  do  is  to  abolish  fall 
track. 

The  second  reason  why  Track  should  be  abolished  this  fall  is 
that  there  is  a  whole  new  football  equipment  to  be  provided.  This 
costs  considerable,  and  in  order  to  do  this  the  treasury  must  neces- 
sarily be  strained. 

The  third  main  reason  is  that  the  Bay  Counties  Athletic 
League  has  let  it  be  known  that  there  will  not  be  any  more  B.  C. 
A.  L.  track  meets  in  the  fall.  This  meet  being  the  only  meet  in  the 
fall  of  any  consequence,  it  is  easy  to  see  that  this  will  be  the  last 
season  for  fall  track  about  the  bay. 

It  certainly  seems  that,  for  the  further  advancement  of  our  school 
activities,  this  school  should  drop  fall  track  now.  for  this  appears  to 
be  the  right  time  to  do  it,  and  by  throwing  all  of  our  strength  into 
football  get  ahead  of  O.  H.  S.  and  all  the  rest  of  them  in  this  nev,- 
game,  and  defeat  them  after  they  have  had  more  experience  than 
we  have. 

Oakland  High  School  has  not  defeated  us  in  a  game  of  football 
for  seven  successive  years,  and  should  we  now  permit  them  to  defeat 
us  at  a  milder  sort  of  football  which  suits  them  better?  This  cer- 
tainly does  not  seem  advisable.  A  great  many  fellows  hate  to  see 
fall  track  abolished,  but  for  the  betterment  of  our  activities  and  for 
the  above  reasons  it  is  deemed  best  to  abolish  fall  track  now,  instead 
of  waiting  until  next  year.

However,  this 
feeling  will  not  continue  long  if  there  is  not  a  redivivus  of  interest  in 
debating  here  in  Berkeley  High.  Right  now  is  when  we  decide  to 
win  or  lose  our  future  debates,  and  if  the  students  do  not  take  interest 
enough  in  debating  to  try  for  -  the  team  it  will  not  be  long  before 
B.  H.  S.  will  be  an  unknown  quantity  in  debating.  So  remember 
what  the  question  is  and  prepare  for  the  try-outs  on  September  i6th.
